"The  Eiffel  Tower  was  unbelievable.  It  was 
so  much  bigger  and  more  impressive  than  I 
thought  it  would  be.

"I  ate  mostly  Chinese  food  and  pizza,  but  I  devel- 
oped a  craving  for  those  croissants  and  all  the 
French  breads.

"I  don't  usually  get  excited  by  churches,  but 
the  French  churches  were  different.  Notre 
Dame  was  much  bigger  and  grander  than  I 
had  expected.

Some  of  the 
statues  were  still  covered  in  burlap.  Still, 
you  got  an  idea  of  the  scope  of  the  place 
and  that  the  landscaping  designs  were 
very  geometric. "

up  way  on  the  other  side  of  Paris!  And 
you  had  to  hold  onto  those  little  yellow  or 
green  tickets  for  the  whole  journey.  These 
are  the  kind  of  things  that  you  learn  on  a 
trip.  You  learn  from  your  mistakes. "
